The Central City Association has been paying the freight associated with the organizing campaign to oppose this 
ordinance and has asked other BIDs to help. Earlier this week the Sunset & Vine BID authorized a contribution of $2,500 
toward the organizing effort. I'll be placing a similar ask on the HED agenda next week. 

As John and Mark will attest, this was probably the most disrespectful public hearing they ever attended. I know Alyssa 
and Devin (and Nicole from the Chamber) had a similar experience in May. Gratefully, however, neither John nor I were 
booed as was the case in their hearing. However, emotions run high on this issue, and it is going to be very important for 
the business community to find its voice on this issue -- or this will not end well.
